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It would be much easier to forget Metta 
World Peace's turbulent past, if he didn't so 
often provide present-day reminders. 

With a vicious elbow to James Harden's 
head during Sunday's Lakers-Thunder game, 
it became 2004 all over again -- when Met¬ 
ta World Peace (then known as Ron Artest) 
engaged in a brawl that spilled over into the 
stands and remains the most embarrassing 
incident in NBA history. World Peace certainly 
has worked hard to distance himself from that 
ugly display, earning the NBA's J. Walter Ken¬ 
nedy Citizenship Award last season, donating 
this season's salary to charities that benefit 
mental health awareness and even going so 
far as to change his name to a universally 
beloved concept. But this latest episode has 
resurrected suspicions about World Peace's 
true on-court character. And the fair reality is 
that World Peace's turbulent history is so ex¬ 
tensive that it is appropriate for the league to 
consider it as it decides how to respond to his 
brutal action against Harden. 

The elbow to Harden doesn't instantly ne¬ 
gate the strides World Peace has made to 
distance himself from his rough reputation, 
but the Palace brawl meant that the league 
office has to have a permanent, underlying 
no-tolerance policy for World Peace the re¬ 
mainder of his career. 

Was his elbow as violent as the one Karl 
Malone gave Isiah Thomas in 1991, which 
resulted in 40 stitches for Thomas? Was it 
as deliberate and dirty as Andrew Bynum 
clotheslining J.J. Barea in last year's playoffs? 

No, but World Peace must be held to a 
higher and different standard. He needs to be 
suspended at least 10 games, and league of¬ 
ficials would be justified if they decided on an 
indefinite suspension. 

If you think that's too harsh, keep in mind 
World Peace has been suspended 13 times 
in his NBA career for a total of 111 games -- 
86 of which were related to the brawl. 

World Peace is a repeat offender and his 
thoughtless, jaw-cracking elbow will rever¬ 
berate through two franchises. The Lakers 
seemed to have jelled in the second half of 


the season, in part because World Peace has 
played so well. World Peace came into Sun¬ 
day averaging 14.2 points on 47.8 percent 
shooting in the past 12 games, seamlessly 
picking up some of the team's offensive re¬ 
sponsibilities while Kobe Bryant rested his in¬ 
jured shin. Without World Peace, the Lakers 
are a weaker bet to win the Western Con¬ 
ference. And unfortunately, now without 
Harden, so are the Thunder. 

As of now, the extent of Harden's in¬ 
jury isn't known. Harden has shown the 
effects of a concussion, which means 
he'll have to undergo a thorough evalu¬ 
ation before being cleared to play. If 
Harden, who was among the favorites for 
the NBA's Sixth Man of the Year Award, has 
to miss any significant time, then it could un¬ 
dermine the Thunder's pursuit of a cham¬ 
pionship. One blow could knock out 
two title pursuits. Just as one brawl 
destroyed the league's reputation 
and cast harsh light on my home¬ 
town of Detroit, which never is in 
the national spotlight for the right 
reasons. (Even though the game 
was played outside Detroit in Au¬ 
burn Hills, Mich., the city wasn't 
spared criticism.) World Peace and 
his Lakers teammates have tried 
to characterize his nasty elbow as 
"unintentional." That explanation 
doesn't do anything but insult the 
intelligence of the people who 
hear it -- and those who saw the 
play. Yes, World Peace was in 
the midst of celebrating a dunk, 
and while he may not have in¬ 
tended to hurt Harden, it's dif¬ 
ficult to fathom that he had no 
idea that Harden's head was 
nearby. 

"I hope he's OK," World 
Peace said in a statement 
following the Lakers' 114- 
106 double-overtime 
win. "The Thunder, 
they're playing for a 


championship this year, so I hope that he's 
OK and I apologize to the Thunder and to 
James Harden. You know, it was such a great 
game and it was unfortunate so much emo¬ 
tion was going on at that time." Once again, 
World Peace didn't think. He 
acted. He selfishly put 
his own emotions 
above his team. 

And just when we 
were contemplat¬ 
ing a bright future 
for World Peace, he 
reminded us of Ron 
Artest's past. 
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In a twist that is almost 
too painful to believe, just 
three months removed 
from miraculously surviv¬ 
ing a dangerous, heart 
attack-related collapse 
during a basketball game, 
an Oregon 12-year-old 
collapsed and died while 


playing baseball. 

As reported by the As¬ 
sociated Press and a 
variety of other sources, 
12-year-old Isaac Arzate 
died hours after collaps¬ 
ing during an unofficial 
baseball game at Scott 
Elementary School in Sa¬ 


lem on Friday night. The 
incident occurred some 
three months after Arzate 
collapsed with a heart at¬ 
tack during another sport¬ 
ing event at the same 
school, in an incident 
when he was resuscitated 
by paramedics. 


After his first collapse, 
Arzate underwent sur¬ 
gery to repair a heart de¬ 
fect, with the procedure 
deemed a success. Still, 
the Doernbecher Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital at Oregon 
University refused to re¬ 
lease information about 
whether Arzate had 
been cleared to partici¬ 
pate in sports after his 
surgical procedure. 

While the tragedy 
has affected the entire 
Salem community, it hit 
particularly hard on the 
paramedic crew which 
failed to save his life 
despite valiant efforts 
on Friday. According to 
Marion County Fire Dis¬ 
trict Chief Kevin Henson, 
some of the paramedics 


on the scene Friday night 
had also been on the call 
which initially saved Ar- 
zate's life in January and 
immediately recognized 
the victim. 

"All calls involving criti¬ 
cal pediatric patients are 
tough, and it was particu¬ 
larly hard on this crew," 
Henson told the Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

While the Arzate fam¬ 
ily has yet to comment 
on the tragedy which be¬ 
fell their son, the middle 
schooler's classmates at 
Salem (Ore.) Stephens 
Middle School were left 
in a state of shock on 
Monday, with counselors 
available to any students 
who requested them, ac¬ 
cording to Salem-Keizer 
School District spokes¬ 
man Jay Remy. 



Roger Clemens trial continues 


WASHINGTON - Roger 
Clemens' lawyer opened 
his defense of the former 
pitching star by telling ju¬ 
rors that evidence purport¬ 
edly showing Clemens 
used steroids was manipu¬ 
lated by his former strength 
coach, Brian McNamee. 

Rusty Hardin called the 
evidence collected by Mc¬ 
Namee a "mixed up hodge¬ 
podge of garbage" during 
the lawyer's opening state¬ 
ment Tuesday. 

Hardin said that the de¬ 
fense will not contest that 
a needle with steroids that 
McNamee provided to au¬ 
thorities also contains Cle¬ 
mens' DNA. But he said 
his side will contend that 
McNamee put the steroids 


in the needle after inject¬ 
ing Clemens, and that the 
coach in fact had used the 
needle to inject Clemens 
with vitamin B12. Clemens 
has maintained for years 
that he received B12 shots 
and the local anesthetic 
lidocaine, but not perfor¬ 
mance-enhancing drugs. 

McNamee, the govern¬ 
ment's key witness, has 
said he injected Clemens 
with steroids and human 
growth hormone. Clemens 
is accused of lying to Con¬ 
gress when he denied us¬ 
ing those drugs. 

Hardin told the jurors 
that prosecutors will not be 
able to corroborate McNa- 
mee's claims. He said that 


the government has inter¬ 
viewed 187 people, and 
used 103 federal law en¬ 
forcement officers — "over 
whether a baseball player 
used steroids!" 

The lawyer tried to call 
into question McNamee's 
motives, showing the jury 
the cover of an unpublished 
manuscript called, "Death, 
Taxes and MAC," with the 
"X" in "Taxes" made up of 
two crossed syringes. 

"Is there any market for 
this book if he hadn't made 
these allegations about 
Roger Clemens?" asked 
Hardin, who also showed 
a picture of McNamee ap¬ 
pearing on the Howard 
Stern show in 2009. 


Hardin attacked the 
prosecutors for bringing 
the case against Clemens. 

"We're here because a 
man dared to deny he was 
guilty of a crime," he said, 
adding that the govern¬ 
ment should never pros¬ 
ecute someone for trying to 
clear his name. 

On Monday, prosecu¬ 
tor Steven Durham in his 
opening statement pointed 
his finger at Clemens and 
depicted the former pitcher 
as a man who told lies and 
"other lies to cover up lies." 

"I was a little surprised at 
the finger-pointing and the 
aggressiveness he took to¬ 
ward Mr. Clemens as a per¬ 
son," Hardin said. 


Hardin also challenged 
the notion that Clemens 
testified voluntarily in 2008. 
He said that Clemens tes¬ 
tified after receiving an 
invitation from the House 
Oversight and Govern¬ 
ment Reform Committee, 
because he knew he'd be 
subpoenaed if he refused 
the invitation. Clemens 
didn't want to testify, Hardin 
said, but he did want "the 
world to know he hadn't 
done what he had been ac¬ 
cused of." 

Last year's mistrial was 
called after the government 
showed the jury a snippet 
of videotaped evidence 
that had been ruled inad¬ 
missible. 
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BOSTON -- It appears the Mi¬ 
ami Heat's "big three" are in full 
shutdown mode until the play¬ 
offs. 

Chris Bosh said he will not 
play when the Heat play at 
Boston Tuesday night as he re¬ 
covers from a hamstring injury. 
LeBron James and Dwyane 
Wade, who is recovering from a 
dislocated finger, both said they 
are gametime decisions. But 
after a longer than usual pre¬ 
game practice both Wade and 
James did conditioning work at 
TD Garden, an indication they'll 
be sitting out as well. 

The Heat technically are still 
alive for the No. 1 seed in the 


Eastern Conference but have 
no longer made it a priority. A 
loss tonight or a victory for the 
Chicago Bulls in either of their 
final two games Wednesday or 
Thursday would eliminate Mi¬ 
ami. 

Bosh is missing his fifth con¬ 
secutive game with his injury, 
which the Heat have been 
vague about until now. They 
first called it "bumps and bruis¬ 
es" then "minor ailments" and 
then "leg fatigue" before Bosh 
revealed he hurt his hamstring 
last week at New Jersey. He 
was able to practice Tuesday. 

"It's just precautionary," Bosh 
said. "We want to make sure it 


doesn't turn into a serious prob¬ 
lem." 

Wade had the splint on his 
left index finger that he dislocat¬ 
ed last Saturday removed and 
also went through the practice. 
He say he is slightly limited but 
will be ready for the start of the 
playoffs. "It's going to be there 
probably for the rest of the sea¬ 
son," Wade said. "But it's com¬ 
ing around." 

With the Heat likely to rest 
their players in the season finale 
on Thursday at Washington, the 
Heat will enter the playoffs with 
their three All-Stars not having 
played in a game together for 
more than two weeks. 




Count Carmelo Antho¬ 
ny among those who want 
to see New York Knicks 
interim head coach Mike 
Woodson back next year. 

"Absolutely," Anthony 
told ESPN's Hannah 
Storm in an interview for 
ESPN's "Face2Face." 
"I'm a big supporter of 
what coach Woodson has 
done. His approach to the 
game, and what he gets 
out of all his players, even 
me. He holds everybody 
accountable and that's 
what we need." 

Woodson took over the 
Knicks on March 14 when 
they were six games un¬ 
der .500 and in the midst 
of a six-game losing 
streak. Since then, the 
Knicks have gone16-6. 

The Knicks clinched 
their second straight play¬ 
off berth last week and 
enter play Tuesday in 
seventh place in 
the Eastern 
Confer¬ 


ence, thanks in no small 
part to Anthony, who is 
averaging 31 points on 50 
percent shooting in April. 

Anthony has repeated¬ 
ly credited Woodson for 
holding players account¬ 
able. 

The former Hawks head 
coach took over 
for Mike 


D'Antoni on March 14 af¬ 
ter D'Antoni and the orga¬ 
nization mutually agreed 
to part ways. 

There was rampant 
speculation that one of 
the main reasons for the 
coaching change was a 
rift between D'Antoni and 
Anthony. 

In the in¬ 
terview 
with 


Storm, Anthony said he 
never had a problem with 
D'Antoni. 

"Me and Coach Mike 
never had any argu¬ 
ments, we never had any 
clashes or any disagree¬ 
ments," Anthony said. 
"We communicated. If it 
was something that he 
didn't like, I al¬ 


ways went to him and 
said, 'Coach, come to 
me, let me know what you 
don't like; if it's something 
I'm doing, if it's something 
I'm not doing. As long 
as me and you is on the 
same page, none of this 
outside stuff should be 
(affecting us)."'

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ARLINGTON, Texas - 
Derek Jeter is hitting the 
way he did in his prime 
and CC Sabathia looks 
more like his old self with 
each outing. 

No wonder the New 
York Yankees are starting 
to get on a roll. 

Jeter had four hits to 
stretch his hitting streak 
to 13 games, Sabathia 
pitched a season-high 
eight innings and Alex 
Rodriguez belted a three- 
run homer in a 7-4 victory 
over the Texas Rangers 
on Monday night. 

"I keep kidding him 
that it's like 1999 again -- 
three hits every day. He's 
amazing," Rodriguez said 
of the 37-year-old Jeter. 

"He's playing like he's 
25," manager Joe Girardi 
said. "He's off to a great 
start. He feels good phys¬ 
ically and that's the most 
important thing." 

The Yankees have 
won 10 of 13 since be¬ 
ing swept in three games 
at Tampa Bay to start the 
season. 

Sabathia (2-0) struck 
out eight for his 11th ca¬ 
reer win against the two- 
time defending American 
League champion Rang¬ 
ers, who won their first 
five series this season. 

The big left-hander was 
pitching with an extra day 
of rest after the Yankees' 
scheduled series finale 
at Boston was rained out 
Sunday night, a day after 
New York overcame a 9-0 
deficit for a 15-9 win over 
the Red Sox. 

After a pair of six-inning 
outings with no-decisions 
to start the season, Sa¬ 
bathia has won his last 


two starts. 

"That's more CC-like. 
That's what we're used 
to seeing," Girardi said. 
"I liked what I saw those 
last four innings against 
the Twins, and he carried 
it over today." 

Mariano Rivera worked 
a perfect ninth for his 
fourth save. 

Josh Hamilton hom- 
ered for the Rangers. 

Derek Holland (2-1), 
the 25-year-old left-hand¬ 
er who signed a $28.5 
million, five-year contract 
extension this spring, has 
never beaten the Yan¬ 
kees. He gave up seven 
runs and nine hits with 
four walks and one strike¬ 
out in six innings. 

Holland is 0-5 with a 
9.26 ERA in seven career 
appearances (six starts) 
against New York. 

"He's been very consis¬ 
tent. That's a pretty good 
lineup," Rangers manag¬ 
er Ron Washington said. 
"They do their business 
in that batter's box. They 
pick their spots and make 
you pay. And they made 
us pay tonight." 

Rodriguez hit a three- 
run homer, his third this 
season and No. 632 in 
his career, in the fifth for 
a 6-1 lead. The Rangers 
hadn't given up more than 
five runs in a game before 
that, and Jeter added an 
RBI double in the sixth. 

"That's a big three-run 
homer because it kind of 
breaks the game open 
a little bit," Girardi said. 
"And we got a big two-out 
hit from Curtis (Grander- 
son) in the first." 

New York went ahead 
to stay when Grander- 


son blooped a two-run 
single into short right- 
center in the first. Jeter 
led off the game with 
an infield single an- 
dRobinson Cano also 
had a single. 

It was the 42nd ca¬ 
reer four-hit game for 
Jeter, who is batting 
.450 (27 for 60) during 
his hitting streak and 
raised his season av¬ 
erage to .411. 

All of his hits came 
in the first six innings 
against Holland before 
he struck out in the 
ninth against Koji Ue- 
hara. 

Since returning from 
the disabled July 4, just 
days before getting ca¬ 
reer hit No. 3,000 in a 
five-hit game, Jeter is 
hitting .346 over his 
last 85 games. 

"When he went 
through his struggles 
last year, there was 
one thing I wasn't go¬ 
ing to do: I wasn't going 
to doubt him," Girardi 
said. "I know his heart, 

I know his character 
and how hard he works 
at what he does." 

No. 9 batter Chris 
Stewart drew a lead- 
off walk in the Yan¬ 
kees' half of the fifth and 
scored on Nick Swisher's 
sacrifice fly. Rodriguez 
homered later in that in¬ 
ning, the ball landing in 
the reconfigured visitors' 
bullpen just beyond the 
left-center wall. 

Hamilton's AL-leading 
eighth homer was a 422- 
foot solo shot to right-cen¬ 
ter in the sixth to get Tex¬ 
as within 7-2. The homer 
came a couple of pitches 
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after his bat flew out of 
his hands on a swing and 
landed in the front row of 
seats past the Rangers 
dugout. 

Before that homer, 
Hamilton was 1 for 15 
with six strikeouts in his 
career against Sabathia.

ARLINGTON, Texas - Sur¬ 
rounded by family members, for¬ 
mer teammates, friends and a host 
of media, Ivan "Pudge" Rodriguez 
retired from Major League Base¬ 
ball on Monday at Rangers Ball¬ 
park in Arlington. 

He did it just outside the Texas 
Rangers Hall of Fame, where he'll 
certainly be a member in the fu¬ 
ture. Rodriguez, 40, wanted to do 
it in Arlington, where he spent his 


first 12 seasons as a professional 
and has always been a fan favor¬ 
ite. 

The Rangers honored Rodri¬ 
guez in a ceremony prior to Mon¬ 
day's game on ESPN with theNew 
York Yankees. Rodriguez, wearing 
a blue Rangers golf shirt and red 
Texas cap, came in from left field 
in a convertible and was given a 
standing ovation as he waved to 
fans. 
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family and the fans for his time in 

Texas. 

And rather than throw out the 

ceremonial first pitch from the 

Ryan told a story about how 
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The current Rangers and coach¬ 
es lined up and watched the cere¬ 
mony from the dugout as did many 
Yankee players, along with man¬ 
ager Joe Girardi.

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Cody Ross homers twice to 
help Red Sox snap 6-game side 



MINNEAPOLIS - Daniel 
Bard went back to the bull¬ 
pen to help out, and Cody 
Ross made him a winner. 

For at least one night, all 
was right with the reeling 
Red Sox. 

Ross homered twice, ty¬ 
ing the game with a two-run 
shot in the seventh inning 
and giving Boston the lead 
with two outs in the ninth 
to snap a five-game losing 
streak for the Red Sox and 
beat the Minnesota Twins 
6-5 on Monday. 

"It's been a tough go," 
Ross said. "Everybody 
knows how tough it's been 
on us, but nobody feels 
sorry for us. We're going to 
keep having to go out there 
and grind it out." 

Starter-turned-tempo- 
rary-reliever Bard (1-2) re¬ 
corded two critical outs in 


the eighth after the Twins 
put the leadoff runner on 
third.Alfredo Aceves picked 
up the save, his third in five 
tries. 

Aceves gave up a one- 
out single and a high drive 
to the warning track in left- 
center to Trevor Plouffe, 
butDenard Span bounced 
back to the mound to end it. 

"It gives them some con¬ 
fidence," Ross said. "We 
have some guys that are 
really good out there, and 
we believe in them as a 
team." 

Ryan Sweeney mis- 
played Jamey Carroll's 
single into a two-base er¬ 
ror that put him at third 
with none out in that pivotal

"That's tough to do. He 
did it.

If not, collectors should take the 
specimens home rather than leave 
them in a drop box. The prohibition 
against using drop boxes already 


took the sealed package contain¬ 
ing the sample home, placed it in a 
Rubbermaid container in his base¬ 
ment office and took it to a FedEx 
office on Monday.

New York Mets shortstop 
Ruben Tejada was born 
and raised in Panama, the 
home of career saves lead¬ 
er Mariano Rivera. But the 
Yankees' closer is not the 
future Hall of Famer who 
summons Tejada's inner 
fan-boy. Ask him to identify 
his favorite player growing 
up, and Tejada mentions 
the man with 3,000 career 
hits and that trademark 
jump throw from deep in 
the hole. 

"Derek Jeter," Tejada 
says. "Every Friday or Sat¬ 
urday the Yankees games 
would be on, so I would 
watch every game. That 
was my favorite thing when 
I was a little kid." 

Tejada is also a devotee 
of Venezuela native and 
11-time Gold Glove award 
winner Omar Vizquel. At 
this incipient stage of his 
career, it's a pipedream to 
think he could have the im¬ 
pact of Jeter or the longevi¬ 
ty of Vizquel. But if the early 
raves from his teammates 
mean anything, the 
kid definitely 
belongs.

Jose Reyes followed a 
$106 million trail of bread¬ 
crumbs to Miami in Decem¬ 
ber, it cleared the way for 
the Mets to fill their short¬ 
stop void from within. Te¬ 
jada got off to a shaky start 
in spring training when his 
arrival from Panama was 
delayed by visa problems, 
prompting manager Terry 
Collins to share his disap¬ 
pointment with the media. 
Never mind that Tejada 
was arriving on time rath¬ 
er than early; in this case, 
the manager's definition of 
punctuality was the only 
one that mattered. 

Once Collins aired his 
displeasure and Tejada 
pulled into Port St. Lucie, 
Fla., the tone of the con¬ 
versation quickly changed. 
If you do a Google search, 
you'll find that was the last 
negative sentiment any¬ 
body uttered about the kid 
in Mets-land. 

Barely two weeks into 
the season, Tejada is win- 
n i n g 


converts and generating 
impact moments by the 
day. He banged out four 
hits against Atlanta in the 
third game of the season, 
and drove in three runs 
and scored the game- 
winner on a Buster Posey 
throwing error in a 5-4 vic¬ 
tory over San Francisco on 
Saturday. Tejada shares 
the league lead with seven 
doubles, and he has shown 
admirable patience and a 
knack for making pitchers 
work. 

Tejada is tied for 11th in 
the NL with an average of 
4.18 pitches per plate ap¬ 
pearance, and according to 
ESPN Stats & Information, 
he's third in the majors with 
15 full counts this season. 
He's hitting .454 (5-for-11) 
with four walks when the 
count is 
3-2. 




With his penchant for eye¬ 
balling pitches just off the 
corner, his approach is 
more reminiscent of, say, 
Edgardo Alfonzo than Jose 
Reyes. 

Along with an evolving 
bat, Tejada has a steady 
glove and a steadier dispo¬ 
sition. His demeanor is the 
same whether he's taking 
ground balls at 5 o'clock 
or fielding an in-between 
hop in the ninth inning 
with the tying run on third 
base and 40,000 people 
in the stands. "The thing 
I've found so remarkable 
about Ruben is that he's 
completely comfortable in 
his own skin," says Mets 
pitcher R.A. Dickey. "That 
speaks volumes for his 
maturity. He doesn't care 
if you want him to be Jose 
Reyes or not. He's gonna 
be himself, and that's good 
enough. There's something 
really refreshing about that. 

"He also has good ap¬ 
titude. He listens to guys 
who are older than him. 
He takes counsel well. 
He doesn't think that he 
knows it all. He doesn't 
have an ego, or he has 
enough of one to play 
well yet be teach¬ 
able. There's a 
fine line there. 
He's good. 
I think he's 
the real deal." 

The website 
Baseball-refer¬ 
ence.com lists 
Tejada as one 
of 48 big leagu¬ 
ers born in Pan¬ 
ama. The country 
has produced slug¬ 
gers (Carlos Lee and 
Ben Oglivie), speedsters 
(Roberto Kelly and Omar 


Moreno), respected receiv¬ 
ers (Manny Sanguillen and 
Carlos Ruiz) and a smat¬ 
tering of pitchers (Rivera, 
Juan Berenguer, Bruce 
Chen and Ramiro Men¬ 
doza being the most promi¬ 
nent), but the Panamanian 
middle infield ranks are a 
little sparse. Rennie Sten- 
nett, who amassed 1,239 
hits in 11 seasons at sec¬ 
ond base with Pittsburgh 
and San Francisco, is the 
best of the bunch. 

Tejada grew up in the 
Veraguas province, in Pan¬ 
ama's western half. His fa¬ 
ther, Ruben, is a mechanic, 
and his mother, Donaji, 
works as a secretary. He 
has a brother, Ernie, age 9. 
The Mets signed Tejada as 
an international free agent 
in July 2006, and he made 
it to the Gulf Coast League 
at age 17 and played for 
Panama in the World Base¬ 
ball Classic in 2009. 

For years, scouts have 
been convinced that Te¬ 
jada has the fundamentals, 
range and strong, accurate 
arm to be an exceptional 
big league defender. As 
one NL talent evaluator 
points out, he has a bet¬ 
ter "nose for the ball" than 
Reyes ever had. 

Tejada's biggest im¬ 
provement has come at 
the plate. At 5-foot-11, 185 
pounds, he's strong enough 
to do some damage when 
pitchers try to knock the bat 
out of his hands with hard 
stuff on the inner half. Mets 
second baseman Daniel 
Murphy, who has the luxury 
of kneeling in the on-deck 
circle when Tejada works 
all those deep counts, has 
seen a significant change 
in the past year or two. 
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NEW YORK - New York Mets left 
fielder Jason Bay landed on the dis¬ 
abled list Tuesday with a non-displaced 
fracture of a rib on his left side. 

Bay suffered the injury on a full-ex¬ 
tension attempt at a catch in Game 2 
of Monday's doubleheader against the 
San Francisco Giants, on a deep shot 
byGregor Blanco. 

Corner infielder Zach Lutz has been 
promoted from Triple-A Buffalo to take 
Bay's roster spot. Lutz, 25, was hitting 
.333 with three homers and 10 RBIs 
with Triple-A Buffalo. 

Bay had two more plate appearances 
after the injury before departing in the 
eighth inning. 


Although the Mets announced 
Monday night that X-rays taken 
at the stadium were negative, 
Bay said he planned more tests 
for Tuesday morning. 

Bay did not feel fully comfort¬ 
able postgame. He described the 
rib area as "sore" and said he was 
not breathing fully normally. 

"Originally it felt like I jarred my 
shoulder a little bit," Bay said. "A few 
innings went on, I started having 
little discomfort where I landed 
on my ribs there."
